Crisis Iniininent at Caracas as a Re- 
sult of tbe Kislng— American 
Mlalater Loomla' 8hi 
tlOB AdsptaO. 



Caracas, Venecuela, Oct 16.— Advices 
from Pttare, ten miles from Caracas, 
aay the people have risen against Pres- 
ident Aadrada aad a criala la imminent 
here. The commander of Qie govern- 
ment forces has betrayed ths president 
end will allow the revolutionists to 
march upon Caracas without a battle. 

President Andrada will probably be 
forced to ratira, re-eatabliahing his 
government at Maracalbo or Puerto 
Cabello. Tuckaoaa haa bean takaa by 
the revolutionary fovoea 

United Stataa Mtniater Loomis rc- 
oeatljr made a long argument before 
President Andrade urging u suspension 
of the law relative to foreign lu-juranc' 
companies, tbe enforcement of which, 
the mlniarier aald, would drive all such 
companJea from Venezuela. The result 
of Mr. Loomis' argument was that a 
suepenelon of th^ law wa.s praiiied un- 
til March, when tbe statutea will be 
amended by e on g raa e . Thia action 
saves $6,000,000 worth of boaineaa to 
American companies. 

FROM GEXERAL OTIS. 

Reports the Successful Advaaes ol 
frcbwan'a Cslnaui. 

Get 16.— The following 
cablegram from General Otis at Manilla 
has been rec«1ved at the war depart- 
ment: "Schwan's column swung into 
Imua from Das Marinaa Friday. He 
oampad at Baeoor and aeattered Insur- 
gents. who retired by detachmenu on 
Indung. Condition of roads pr«venited 
further purauit; 125 men. Thirty-sev- 
enth volunteeaa. Major Chetham. drove 
insurgents south and westward from 
I.-.ki' Tdw i on Muntlnlupa, pursuing 
several miles and retired to Bacoor by 
Zapote river road: loaa thraa men 
killed, two wonndad, one miaaing. 
Schwan's movements very successful; 
inflicted heavy loss on men and proi>- 
erty of southern insurgent army; he 
reports thflr caaualtiaa at 200 killed 
and 400 wounded; their atored supplies 
destroyed. Toung moving from Arayat 
north an<l wp.-Jtward scattered insur- 
gents who retired north weM; bis cas- 
naltiaa, three alightly wounded; con- 
alderauie stored grain captured."

DIS.\STKR AT SEA, 

Passenger Steamer Burns and Several 
Llvss Ars'lMMt. 

New York. Oct. 16.— The Brldgrpr>rt 
Bteamboat company's stsam«rr Nutmeg 
State which left Brldgepiort at S a m 
caught fire three hours later off Ex- 
ecution light SMil waa totally destroyed. 

At 11 a. m. it was known that eight 
persons had perished as follows: Sam- 
uel Jayne, baggagemastcr of tbe steam- 
er, picked out of tha watar by tbs yacht 
Kismet, died on board; Barney Hen- 
drick, oiler on tbe steamer; Patrick 
Coffee, first mate; Terence Brady of 
New York, cabin boy; Charles Andu- 
aon, Thomaa Murphy, John Connors, 
all of the crew and an unknown wo- 
man. It la feared that some women 
and cbildren were lost by the swamp- 
ing of the lifeboats. 

Some of tbe injured are: Harry J. 
Wilt of Philadelphia and hla mother; 
Mrs. H. Purcell of New York. 

The Nutmeg State waa valued at 
1150,000, and Including the cargo the 
total damage will probably reach $200 - 
000. The vessel was built some years 
ago at Noank, Conn., and her grosh 
tonnage was 1,124 tona She waa a 
propeller craft and had three decks. 

The steamer City of L«iwrenc€ came 
in sight after the fire was discovered, 
aad stood by to rescue tbe passengers 
and crew. The Nutmeg State's life- 
boats were launched as soon as the 
City of I^wrence got within hailing 
distance, but several of them capsized 
and It was feared tbat aonu paaaangers 
ware drowned. 

O. J. Hurlburt of Bridgsport. passen- 
ger, was asleep when the fire wa.s dis- 
covered. He said tbe fire was Qrst seen 
by Baggagemaater Jasra*. who, after 
arouaing all tha paaaengara ha could. 
Jumped overboard and died from injur- 
ies which he received from Strlkinif a 
portion of the veaael. 

The lire broke out about 6 a. m. and 
In a few minutes was in full possssalon 
of the boat and amidships," said Mr. 
Hulburt. "Life iKiats and rafts were 
thrown overboard as quickly as possi- 
ble and the passangera were put on 
them. Some of the lifeboats were so 
overloaded that they capsized, but the 
passengers, many of whom had life 
preservers, clung onto tbe aide ropei 
until the yacht Kiaaat arrived and 
helped them." 

Captain Charles Brooke of the Nut- 
m.g State reports that the steamer wa# 
a total loss. He said tbat three of hh 
crew were burned to death and he 
feared that aome of tha paaaangera had 
suffered a like fate. The vessel la in 
12 feet of water, a ralle oast of Sand; 
Point on the Long Island sound. 

There ware between 30 and 40 pas- 
aengera on the Nutmeg State, Captain 
Brooks said. He said that he wa; 
afraid some of them were lost. Every- 
thing possible was done for tbe pas- 
aengera. 

The City of Lawrence, a aound 
eteamer which was coming down to the 
city, .saw the fire ,ind steamed over to 
wards the burning vessel. Boats were 
put out from her and by heroic work 
the pMaangere of tiM Nntmag State 
were taken aboard tha TafMMl, to- 
gether with the remainder of the crew, 
and brought to tbe city. Captain 
Brooks reported that the veaael and 
freight ia a total loaa. All tha top 
worka had been burned, OapUln 
Brooks said, when he left, and tbe hold 
was sUll on Are.. When the City of 
Lawrence reached her alip in East 
river, ahe had on board the aurvlvlng 
passangera of tha Nutmeg State and 
the maaabera of tha eraw wbo had been 
saved.

The hearty greeting with 
which Admiral Dewey was received 
when be arrived ham seldom If <«ver 
bsen sQuallsd bare: but tba pasHmi- 
nary weloona waa eoaiplataly avar- 
shadowed In that given by the multi- 
tude whenever the famous Vermonter 
appeared In public and particularly as 
ha rode through the city ia tha front 
ranka of tha brilliant naval and mill- 
tan^ pageant wblob waa tba chief etaat 
of the day.

AMERICAN AUTHORITIES VIOIUNT 



Native Polleoinen Arrested on a 
Cliarge of Plotting sad Foaseatr 
lag Strife-Feellaw oi 17a- 
aaslness Apparaat. 



Manilla, Oct. 16. — The authoritiea 
were informed from reliable soureea 
tbat an outbreak in the poorer districts 
of Manilla had been carefully plBBBad 
tor daylight on Stmday. 

It failed to occur, probably on ae- 
count of the vigorous measures en- 
forced. Many nativea of the Tonda dla- 
trlet left, taking thahr valnablaa. All 
the email shopa, which the guarda 
usually forced to close at 8 p. m.. were 
shut al sunset. A general faallaS Of 
uneasiness was apparent 

The guarda of the elty were doubled 
and a strong force stationed at the 
slaughter house, the center of the un- 
ruly section. Two guns of tlu> Sixth 
artillery were stationed nearby at a 
point commanding the native qoarter. 
The commanders of the reserve troops 
were ordered to be prepared for a call 
at daylight. 

Three native policemen have been 
arrested on a charge of plotting the 
uprising. The fact that their comrades 
informed the authorities of theic 
treachery indicatea that the poMea 
force is loyal.

KENTUCKY CHOPS. 



Ccamissioaer Mean's Repert Per Septea- 

ber-Corn DiHappointing in Yield 
aad UBslity Md Tebacce 
Cnp Skarl. 



The monthly nport of Agricultural 
Commissioner Lucas Moon for S^ptom- 

ber is as followEi : 

Replies were received this month from 
138 oorreepondenta, npresenting ninety, 
peven counties. 

Corn — The average yield per acre ia ea- 
timated 21.4 buahels. The eetimato on 
October 1, 1898, was 32,5, and for a corre- 
sponding date of 1897 it was 24 bushels. 

Tbe drying weather during September 
was of benefit in hastening the maturity 
of the crop, otherwise a considerable loes 
would have been sustained by the severe 
froat of the 2Uih and 30th. At it ia, the 
loes is inconseqdential, amounting to bdt 
4 per cent. The heaviest loss occurred in 
the Weetern section, where tbe rainfall 
wa« mon HbenU and tbe growing aeason 
accordingly prolonged. The quality in 
the maiu is not up to the standard, being 
"chatfy" and loose on cob. 

While the crop is iienerally disappoint- 
ing, both in yield and quality, it ia rather 
remarkable that ^ faw opunties, notably 
Davieaa and Henderaon, report the crop 
one of tbe best ever produced. 

Tobacco — In the burley ditilrict the av- 
erage yield per acre is estUi»ted at 825 
pounds. This is a heavy avenge, and is 
mainly due to the unusually heavy yields 
reported from the countiee of Boyle, 
Clark, Jessamine, Marion, Mercer and 
Woodford. Omitting these counties from 
the calculation and the average is 741 
pounds, which is, in our judgment, 
nearer the correct amount, being within 
i few pounds of the average for 1898. 

The acreage of the burley district, after 
allowing for losses sustained by insects 
and unfavorable season, was estimated at 
8ti pur cent, of the acreage of l.S!)8. With 
approximately the same yield per acre 
we may conclude tbat tha burley crop of 
18<J9 will amount to W par cant, of tbe 
crop of 1888. 

Worms wen very deatructive during 
the latter part of the season. With the 
exception of damage from this source 
and tbat portiob ^of tha crop oat bafon 
ripe, in order to save from firing, the 
i|uality is satisfactory. The damage 
from frost was very slight In this sec- 
tion, amounting to bot thne-fonrtha of 1 
per cent.

Clover Seed— Tbe clover seed crop ia 
practically a failure in the State. Tbe 
acreage cut ia but 42 per cant, ol the 
acreage Of ISiB, wMl MTavi^ yWd ot 
1.6 bushels per acre. 

Pi^tuns— Pasture are, very short, ea> 
fadally In tha Wastani and Of ntnd sec- 
tions, where it is necessary to feed stock 
same as during tbe winter season. The 
condition compared with average yean is 
65. The advanced season precludes any 
hope of relief from tbe labor and expense 
of feeding stock, and tbe best to be done 
is to so protect stock and economize in 
tbe u«e of fead as to lighten aa much as 
possible tha aspaiMa of tha kwn fkadlag 
season. 

Live Stock— Short pastares and scarc- 
ity of stock water are having; a marked 
eflect on live stock. Where tbe ecant 
graalng has not baan sapplamented with 

sonip forage crop, stock has grown thin 
and is in poor condition to withstand the 
winter. 

The most notable feature connected 
with live stock is the scarcity of bogs be- 
ing fed for market. The number is esti- 
mated at 76 per cent. (|f the number in 
1898, and is due, more than anything else, 
tc tbe great loss of pigs during the seven 
weather of last winter. Cholera or other 
diseases pnvalls to a limited extent only, 
and is confined to a few counties. Re- 
plies to the question, "Have you hog 
cholan lo tha ooonty T ara 101 In tha 
negative and 3.5 in the affirmative. 

Applea and Wheat— The apple crop ia 
one of the lightest ever grown and Is eitU 
mated at but 37 per cent, of the crop of 
average years. The hot, dry season caused 
the fruit to dry up on the trees, and the 
per cent, of aound ripe fruit ia very email. 

Wheat aowing haa begun, and ia being 
pushed with vi^or. Stalk ground ia in 
anellent condition, being free from weeda 
and nnusually light aad friable, eo tbat 
where corn is followed by wheat it will 
be seeded under most favorable condi- 
tione. Tha aariy plowed fallow land is 
also in good condition, but the latter 
plowing is rough and "cloddy," and the 
continued dry weather rand'en it impoe- 
slble to put it In proper order for seeding. 

Fallow plowing is now at a standstill, 
imd tha yadlng of a considerable par 
oaot. of tha acreage is being delayed.
